••A Neighbor’* writes us toda y of 
som e of the tjrpes of mothers 
she 
observes In her neighborhood. W hich 
one a re you? Do you know a m oth­ 
er you rega rd a s a n idea l mother? 
If so, describe her for us. plea se. 
Dea r Minerva : My children a re 
grown a nd’ a wa y from home. I love 
children a nd their young mothers, 
but 
from 
my 
perspective of a d­ 
va nced motherhood, i find a lot to 
criticise. These young mothers a re 
a ll experim enters a nd trying for the 
m ost pa rt to do their J ob correctly. 
But how they do bungle it. Or so 
it seem s to me. You see I ha ve little 
to do 
but 
visit a nd 
observe 
my 
neighbors. I religiously keep my a d­ 
vice to myself, a nd neither meddle 
nor gossip. So I’ll give vent to some 
of my criticism s tlu'ough the kind­ 
ly disguise of your Ma il. 
One mother I 
know m ight 
be 
ca lled the tired mother. She is a l­ 
wa ys too tired to bother with the 
little confidences a nd a ches a nd the 
pa ins of her children. It is a lwa ys 
‘•Run a wa y now, mother is tired.” 

Beca use she 
expends her energy in showing her­ 
self a good time a nd striving to keep 
young a nd up-to-da te.

Her children r» y 
very little a ttention to a nything she 
sa ys, proba bly don’t even hea r her, 
for she na gs a ll the time. Rh™ is 
a lwa ys sa ying "Now, I’ll spa nk," but 
never .spa nks, so the threa t l.sn't 
very effective. 
Another mother Ls th** .sentiment­ 
a l, sa ccha rine sort. She dons a dole­ 
ful expres.sion when her children 
a re 
na ughty, ta lks to 
them .sa dly 
a bout her grea t disa ppointm ent in 
them , a nd sheds tea rs over them. 
W hen "mother turn.s on the weep.s.” 
a .s one young hoiieiul expressed it. 


the children look unea a y but unlm - \ 
prea sed. They a re pretty ha rdened 
to it, 
a nd know It 
doesn’t m ea n 
much. 
This sa me mother never spea ks to 
her children w ithout ca lling them 
I “ dea ry” a nd “ honey,” a nd tea ches | 
them to ca ll her sweet na me.s too.; 
She cried for hours one da y beca use 
one of her boys left the room a nd , 
sla mmed the door when she wa s in- i 
troduclng him to a pa rty of 
la dies i 
a s her "da rllngest big honey m a n- 
child.” I wa nted to sla m tne door 
too. But she ta lked of how unfeeling 
¡children a re. how you wa ste your 
la st brea th on them a nd they forget 
you a nd your tea chings, sob. sob.

Tlie .sla cker mother prob­ 
a bly never intended to ha ve children 
In the first pla ce, a nd ha ving

She never even 
know.s w'here they a re or w ha t they 
do, a nd wi'cn some m ischief they 
ha ve been into, is ca lled to her a t­ 
tention,
